WASHINGTON, June 2g-i 
President Kennedy announced 
today that he was recalling Gen, 
Maxwell D. Taylor, former 
Army Chief of Staff, to active 
military service with the title 
of Military /Representative of 
the President. .The assignment Is 
effective July 1:^ 

General Taylor will assist the 
President as an adviser and 
staff officer primarily within 
the military and intelligence 
field. 

His recall ae a four-star gem

General Taylor, in September, 
1949, became the first United
